llurablll'v of Woods. 


Several years ago a fanner iniiortb 


Missouri made a series of experiments 
with different kinds of woods to as- 
certain which would last longest 
when exposed to all the vicissitudes 
of weather. He took a immher of 
stakes 2 fcet long and an inch thick, 
drove them into the ground and left 
them there for four years. At the 
end of that time he found that the 
elm, ash. hickory, white pine, oak 
and fir were entirely rotted, so thai 
in some eases the stick could not be 
drawn out of the ground, and in sev- 
eral it left only a line o£ rotted veg 
etable liber. Yellow pine and teak 
were decayed on the outside only, 
the interior remaining firm and solid, 
while the best cedar was as good as 
when put into the ground. The ex- 
periment ought to be of value to 
people who make fences, also to 
builders, ns showing what kind of 
wood will best suit places where 
dampness and axoistare are the nat- 
ural conditions.—St. Louis GJobe- 
Democra'-

It was 
comparatively a trival matter as far 
as the making of criminal history 
goes, vet it kept several detectives in 
various parts of the country busy for 
several months, and Tuttle was one 
of the busiest of the lot.

THO oui Eiiuinii Post- 


Under the direction of Cotton and 


Franklaud (1 (500-1705) the operations 
of tho postoffice largely increased. 
Cross posts were established: the 
posts themselves were farmed out to 
men-of energy and capacity, who 
paid a share of the profits to the 
chief office, and under their saga- : 
cious administration the service was 
improved and extended. New pack- 
et boats of considerable speed were 
constructed by tlie king's order, un- 
der the guidance of Edmund Dum- 
mor, surveyor of the navy. 


For him, as for the other pioneers 


of progress in early days, connection 
with the civil service proved disas- 
trous. He lost his boats, his private 
property was mortgaged and fore- 
closed, and ho died "bankrupt and 
broken hearted." 


During this same period posts were 


established in North America, and 
for some time an ocean penny post- 
age existed between our country and 
that colony. A reformer called Povey 
set on foot a halfpenny post in Lon- 
don, and the hitters were collected 
by men in his employ, who rang 
bells to announce their approach. 
Povey was soon dispossessed of this 
arrangement, but letters continued to 
be collected by the sound of bells in 
London until 1S40 and in Dublin 
down to September, 1859.—London 
Academy.
